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Tephritis hungarica Hering (Diptera: Tephritidae): 
the first reliable find since description 
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This species was originally described based on a single female collected in Deliblato sands (north-eastern Serbia) 
and deposited in the collecion of Museum fur Naturkunde, Berlin (MNKB). Since then, no reliable records of this small, 
dark-legged species from Europe were known, and no material in European collections was found during the taxonomic 
revision in 2012-2016. Finally, it was surprisingly found among my own material collected in Greece fourteen years ago 
and now deposited at the I.I. Schmalhausen Institute of Zoology, Kyiv (SIZK).
